* The Buffalo Bills begin their 2022 season by playing 
in the NFl’s Thursday night opener for the first time in 
franchise history. 


This will be the second time the Bills are facing the 
defending Super Bowl champs in the season opener. The 
last time was on September 14, 1969 vs. the NY Jets. The 
Bills lost, 33-19, at War Memorial Stadium in Buffalo. 


The Bills and Rams will be meeting for the 14th time. Buf- 
falo leads the all-time series, 8-5. The last time they faced 
off was on September 27, 2020 in Orchard Park. The 
Bills won, 35-32, on a 3-yard TD pass from Josh Allen to 
TE Tyler Kroft in the final seconds. 


The Bills will be making their first-ever visit to SoFi 
Stadium in Los Angeles. Their last first visit to a stadium 
occurred at Allegiant Stadium in Las Vegas on October 4, 
2020. The Bills defeated the Raiders, 30-23. 


Bills QB and Firebaugh, CA native Josh Allen will be 
playing in his first-ever NFL game in his home state.

Terry Pegula rose from humble 
beginnings to become one of the 

most respected leaders in the energy 
industry, and one of very few 

owners to operate franchises in multiple 
professional sports. 


Together with his wife Kim, Terry 
realized a life-long dream on October 
8, 2014. The Pegulas received the 
unanimous approval of NFL owners 

to succeed Pro Football Hall of Famer 
Ralph C. Wilson, Jr. to become the second owners of the 
Buffalo Bills. 


“Owning any professional team is about winning and the 
primary goal of our ownership will be to win the Super Bowl 
and bring championships to the city of Buffalo,” he said at his 
introductory press conference. 


Terry serves as CEO of the Bills and currently sits on the NFL’s 
Health and Safety committee. In 2016, the Pegulas were 
honored with the Tank Younger Award, which recognizes 
extraordinary contributions towards diversity in the NFL. 


Born on March 27, 1951 in Carbondale, PA, Terry is a 1969 
graduate of Scranton Preparatory School. He entered Penn 
State University as a math major and was accepted into the 
Petroleum and Natural Gas Engineering Program. He went 
on to graduate with a Bachelor of Science degree in 1973 
and landed his first job with Getty Oil Co. in Victoria, TX. He 
later joined Felmont Oil Co. as an Area Engineer, a decision 
that brought him to Olean, NY in 1975. 


In 1983, Terry borrowed $7,500 from family and friends 

to create East Resources Inc., an independent oil and gas 
exploration and production company operating in the 
Appalachian Basin. Over the next 27 years, Terry built East 
into one of the largest privately held companies in the United 
States. In July of 2010, Royal Dutch Shell purchased the 
assets of East Resources Inc., which continues to be active 
today. In 2012, Terry formed JKLM Energy. JKLM is staffed 
with many former East Resources employees and takes pride 
in contributing to U.S. energy independence by producing 
Pennsylvania natural gas, elevating the state into one of the 
top producing regions in the world. 


Upon the sale of East Resources assets, Terry focused his 
attention on his love of sports. In September of 2010, the 
Pegulas announced a gift of $102 million to construct Pegula 


Ice Arena, paving the way for Division | hockey at Penn State. 


On February 22, 2011, Terry and Kim purchased the NHL's 
Buffalo Sabres and their sports ownership now extends to the 
NLL Buffalo Bandits and Rochester Knighthawks and the AHL 
Rochester Americans. 


The Pegulas opened LECOM Harborcenter in 2014. The $200 
million dollar complex, next door to the Sabres’ KeyBank 
Center, includes two hockey rinks, training facilities and a 
full-service Marriott Hotel. 


The complex has helped bring new business opportunities 
to Buffalo, including multi-year agreements to host the NHL 
Combine. Buffalo also hosted the 2016 NHL Draft, 2018 
World Junior Championships, 2019 Frozen Four NCAA 
Men's Hockey Tournament, as well as a wide variety of 
stadium and arena concerts and national and international 
tournaments. 


During the COVID-19 pandemic, the Pegulas donated $1.2 
million to various relief efforts in Western New York. 


In addition to helping manage the family’s sports operations, 
Terry runs JKLM Energy in Pittsburgh, and his family’s 
business operations in Boca Raton, Florida. 


Terry and Kim have five children: Michael, Laura, Jessica, 
Kelly and Matthew. Jessica competes on the Women’s Tennis 
Association Tour and was a member of the 2021 US Olympic 
squad.

Kim Pegula is the President of both the 
Buffalo Bills and Buffalo Sabres as well 
as President and CEO of Pegula Sports 
and Entertainment. 


Overseeing the day-to-day business 
operations of each team, she is the first 
female president of both a NHL and 
NFL team. 


A valued member of both sports’ 
ownership groups, Kim currently 
serves on the NFL's Super Bowl and Major Events Advisory 
Committee, Business Ventures Committee, and NFL 
Foundation Committee. She serves on the Board of Directors 
of the Hockey Hall of Fame and Museum. 


A member of both the NFL's Workplace Diversity Committee 
and the NHUs Executive Inclusion Council, Pegula is invested 
in ensuring diversity is a priority across both leagues. 


She has served as a keynote speaker at the NFL’s Annual 
Quarterback Coaching Summit, an event to build the 
coaching and personnel development pipeline and strengthen 
diversity across the league. She has regularly participated in 
the NFL's Women’s Careers in Football Forum. 


On October 8, 2014, Kim and her husband Terry realized a 
long-time dream when they became only the second owners 
of the Bills. The Pegulas purchased the Sabres in 2011 and 
their sports ownership extends to the NLL Buffalo Bandits and 
Rochester Knighthawks and the AHL Rochester Americans. 


After owning multiple professional sports teams in the same 
market, Kim launched Pegula Sports and Entertainment 
(PSE) in 2014, creating a management company that 
oversees the business operations across all Pegula-owned 
entities, including the development and operation LECOM 
Harborcenter in downtown Buffalo. 


PSE has helped bring new business opportunities to Buffalo, 
including multi-year agreements to host the NHL Combine. 
It has also hosted the 2016 NHL Draft, 2018 World Junior 
Championships, 2019 Frozen Four NCAA Men’s Hockey 
Tournament, as well as a wide variety of stadium and arena 
concerts and national and international tournaments. 


Pegula and PSE entities have been honored with a number of 
awards including Business First’s Most Influential People, NYS 
Emmy Awards for sports content, Buffalo Best Place To Work, 
the Tank Younger Award for embracing diversity in the NFL, 
and numerous individual staff recognitions. 


Kim and Terry have encouraged the growth of sports in the 
community. In 2010, the Pegulas gave $102 million for the 
creation of the Pegula Ice Arena at Penn State. The facility 
allowed their hockey program to become a NCAA Division 
| team. 


Kim supported Houghton College with a gift of $12 million to 
build the Kerr-Pegula Athletic Complex allowing their athletic 
department to become a Division III program. 


During the COVID-19 pandemic, the Pegulas donated $1.2 
million to various relief efforts in Western New York. 


Pegula also serves on the Board of Directors of Republic 
Services, Inc., an industry leader in U.S. recycling and non- 
hazardous solid waste. 


Born in Seoul, South Korea on June 7, 1969, Kim was 
adopted at the age of 5 by Ralph and Marilyn Kerr and 
moved to Fairport, NY, a suburb of Rochester. 


She attended nearby Houghton College and graduated 
in 1991 with a degree in communications. Kim began her 
professional career with East Resources in 1991 and was 
involved with the company until its sale in 2010. 


Terry and Kim have five children: Michael, Laura, Jessica, 
Kelly and Matthew. Jessica competes on the Women’s Tennis 
Association Tour and was a member of the 2021 US Olympic 
squad.

BRANDON BEANE 
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GENERAL MANAGER 


Brandon Beane was named General 
Manager of the Bills on May 9, 2017. In 
his first five seasons in Buffalo, Beane 
has helped build a roster and establish 
a culture that has produced four playoff 
appearances, including back-to-back 
AFC East division championships in 
2020 and 2021. 


“Our goal is sustained success.” It was 
a phrase said in Beane’s inaugural 
press conference in Buffalo in 2017 
and several times afterwards. The results have followed. In 
addition to the pair of AFC East titles, the Bills joined the 
Chiefs and Packers as the only 3 teams in the NFL to win 10+ 
games and earn a playoff berth each year from 2019-21. 


While earning a playoff berth in his first season in 2017, 
Beane also engineered several trades that resulted in the Bills 
selecting two future Pro Bowlers in QB Josh Allen (7th overall) 
and LB Tremaine Edmunds (16th overall) in the 2018 draft 
while maintaining all their 2019 draft capital. Along the way, 
he stabilized the team’s salary cap status. 


In the 2020 offseason, Beane negotiated a trade with 
Minnesota to acquire WR Stefon Diggs, who has gone on to 
earn first-team All-Pro and Pro Bowl honors in Buffalo. Beane 
also negotiated long-term deals with Diggs and Allen, the 
Bills franchise quarterback. 


In 2020, the Bills earned their first AFC East title and their first 
playoff win since 1995. Along the way, Beane earned NFL 
Executive of the Year honors from the Sporting News, PFWA 
and Pro Football Focus, becoming the first Bills executive to 
earn that honor since Bill Polian in 1991. 


In 2021, Beane was named the NFL's Jack Horrigan Award 
winner by the PFWA which is given annually to the league or 
club official who bests assists the media in their coverage. 


Beane joined the Bills after a 19-year stint with the Carolina 
Panthers. He served as the Panthers assistant general 
manager from 2015-16 and played a vital role in constructing 
their draft boards from 2012-17. He also evaluated pro 

and college players and worked closely with the football 
operations staff on the negotiation of player contracts. 


Throughout Beane’s time in Carolina, the Panthers won 
five NFC South division titles and two NFC conference 
championships. In 2012, Beane was named the Panthers 
interim general manager—holding the role for the final 10 
games of the season (6-4 record). 


While there, Beane also worked closely with Panthers 
defensive coordinator Sean McDermott from 2011-16. 


“The most impressive thing | think that we accomplished is 
him and coach are joined at the hip and at the head,” said 
Bills owner Terry Pegula. “They think alike. They‘re both very 
thorough people. They can make instantaneous decisions 
like a coach has to during the game but they also think stuff 
out to the point where you say, ‘Wow these guys are very 
thorough.” 


A cum laude graduate in communications studies from UNC- 
Wilmington in 1998 and a native of Stanly County, North 
Carolina, Beane (born July 27, 1976) began his career in 
1998 with the Panthers communications department. 


Beane moved on to fill various football operations/personnel 
roles with the Panthers organization before being named the 
team’s director of football operations in 2008. 


Beane has ingrained himself in the Western New York 
community. In 2021, the Beane family spearheaded a 
program named Bills Muttfia that provided a free pet 
adoption through the SPCA for every touchdown the Bills 
scored at a home game. In the 2020 offseason, Brandon 
helped raise nearly $100,000 for COVID-19 relief efforts with 
a draft day sweepstakes through the United Way. He also 
helped promote the Buffalo Strong initiative that benefited 
FeedMore WNY. He has also made multiple visits to Oishei’s 
Children Hospital in Buffalo during the holidays. 


Brandon and his wife, Hayley, have two sons, Tyson and Wes 
and reside in Orchard Park, NY. They have two dogs, Bodie 
and Peanut. He enjoys golf, running (he finished a marathon 
in Wilmington, NC in 2010), racquetball and basketball.

SEAN MCDERMOTT

HEAD COACH 


Sean McDermott was named head 
coach of the Bills on January 11, 2017. 
With four playoff appearances under 
his belt in his first five seasons, he 
methodically transformed the culture of 
a franchise that had not experienced a 
postseason berth since 1999. 


From 2020-21, the Bills captured back- 
to-back AFC East division titles for the 
first time since 1988-91. 


Buffalo, Kansas City and Green Bay are the only 3 teams in 
the NFL to win 10+ games and earn a playoff berth each 
year from 2019-21. 


McDermott is ranked third in franchise history in wins behind 
Marv Levy (123) and Lou Saban (70). 


In 2021, the Bills defense ranked first in the NFL in fewest 
points allowed per game (17.0) for the first time in franchise 
history and also finished first in fewest yards allowed per 
game (272.8) and the fewest passing yards per game (163.0). 


In 2020, the Bills won their first playoff game since 1995 as 
McDermott finished 2nd for the NFL's coach of the year. He 
was also a finalist for that honor in 2019. 


In 2017, McDermott became the third coach in Bills history 
to earn a playoff spot in his first season, joining Joe Collier 
(1966) and Wade Phillips (1998). 


McDermott was hired by the Bills after 6 seasons as the 
defensive coordinator in Carolina, where he led a top-10 
defense 4 times and helped the Panthers earn 3 division titles 
and a trip to Super Bowl 50. Over his six-year tenure, the 
Panthers defense ranked second in the NFL in sacks (261), 3rd 
in takeaways (169), 9th in yards per game (339.1) and 12th in 
points allowed per game (22.1). 


In 2015, McDermott’s defense helped lead the way to a 15-1 
record and trip to Super Bowl 50. Four players — Thomas 
Davis, Luke Kuechly, Josh Norman and Kawann Short - 
earned Pro Bowl and All-Pro honors. He was The Sporting 
News Coordinator of the Year in 2013 as Carolina went 12-4 
to win the NFC South, their first playoff berth since 2008. 


He spent his first 12 NFL seasons with Philadelphia, working 
his way up to defensive coordinator in 2009-10. In 2009, 
he was named the NFl’s top defensive coordinator by Pro 
Football Weekly. 


A protege of the late Jim Johnson, the Eagles legendary 
defensive coordinator, McDermott served as defensive 
assistant/quality control coach (2001-02), assistant defensive 
backs coach (2003), secondary/safeties coach (2004-06), 
and linebackers coach (2007-08). 


He joined the Eagles in 1998 as a scouting administrative 
coordinator before being promoted to assistant to the head 
coach under Andy Reid in 1999. McDermott worked with 
several Pro Bowlers during his time in Philadelphia, including 
Hall of Fame safety Brian Dawkins. 


McDermott and his family are active in the Western New 
York community, making multiple visits to Oishei’s Children 
Hospital of Buffalo. They have participated in many different 
efforts to provide awareness for food allergies and skin 
cancer, including a food drive at Wegmans that helped food- 
insecure families with food allergies and special diet needs. 
They also partner with Wegmans on skin cancer awareness 
initiatives. 


A member of the LaSalle College High School Hall of 
Athletics, McDermott was a two-time All-Catholic League 
and a National Prep School Champion in 1992 and 1993 
and went undefeated in 75 consecutive wrestling matches. 
A member of the William & Mary Athletics Hall of Fame, 

he was an All-Atlantic 10 Conference choice at safety in 
1997 and graduated with a degree in finance. He began his 
coaching career as a graduate assistant at his alma mater in 
1998. He was a teammate of Steelers coach Mike Tomlin. 


Sean and his wife, Jamie, have three children. His father, 
Rich, was a football coach at West Chester and Ursinus 
and his brother, Tim, is the Chief Business Officer of the 
Philadelphia Union of the MLS. McDermott was born in 
Omaha, Nebraska on March 21, 1974.

* In 2020, Allen became the first player in NFL history with 4,000+ passing 
yards, 30+ passing TDs, and 8+ rushing TDs in a season.

© Played quarterback at Miami from 1999-2002, leading the Hurricanes to a 
38-2 record as a starter and a national championship in 2001.

“You look at his 
history and what he’s done and what he’s 
achieved when the odds have been stacked 
against him a little bit, both in life and on 
the football field.

individual must have played with the Bills for at least three years and 
be retired from professional football. Also eligible are other individ- 

uals who have made outstanding contributions to the Bills, including 

administrators and coaches. Selections are made by a distinguished 
panel composed of club personnel and media members. 


Ralph C. Wilson Jr. Statue 


The Buffalo Bills announced 
in March 2015 that the organization 
would commission a statue to be 
made of Ralph C. Wilson, Jr. 

The statue is displayed outside of 
New Era Field in Founder's Plaza. 

Ralph C. Wilson, Jr. passed 
away at the age of 95. Mr. Wilson was the sole owner of 
the Bills franchise for 54 seasons after purchasing the team 
on October 28, 1959. Under his leadership, the Bills won two 
American Football League Championships in 1964 and 1965 
and appeared in an unprecedented four consecutive Super Bowls 
in the 1990s. Mr. Wilson along with former Bills Head Coach 
Marv Levy, former General Manager Bill Polian plus eight of his 
players have earned football’s highest honor by being inducted 
into the Professional Football Hall of Fame. 

The construction of the statue was a collaborative effort 
between Terry and Kim Pegula and Mary Wilson. Founder’s 
Plaza, the current location of the statue, is located northwest of 
The Bills Store at New Era Field. 

Mr. Wilson’s statue is the first statue in history to be displayed 
on the grounds of New Era Field. The life-size statue is based 
on a photo taken of Mr. Wilson with Thurman Thomas along the 
sidelines on October 21, 1990 during Buffalo’s 30-27 victory 
over the New York Jets.
